starvation.  When  it  comes  to  trying 
out  for  a  team,  keep  yourself  before 
toe  coach,  make  him  notice  you,  is 
Clyde’s  advice.  Be  an  all  around 
athlete  while  in  high  school,  don’t 
develop  just  one  kind  of  muscle,  for 
when  you  find  your  special  line  in 
college  athletics,  you  will  have  to  be 
graceful  and  quick,  is  some  more  of 
his  advice. 

Ned  Merriam  speaking  on  “The  av¬ 
erage  high  school  boy’s  chance  of 
making  good  in  College  athletics,” 
made  the  statement  that  every  boy’s 
chances  were  exceptionally  good  if 
the  boy  would  work  for  a  place  on  a 
team.  He  named  three  qualifications 
that  all  athletes  must  fill  to  be  at 
their  best — clean  living,  steady  train¬ 
ing  and  nerve.  He  placed  nerve  at 
the  head  of  the  list,  and  speaking 
largely  about  track  said,  that  it  took 
more  nerve  for  the  average  fellow 
than  football  and  wrestling  because 
there  was  not  the  personal  contact 
to.  urge  the  athlete  on.  He  also  boost¬ 
ed  for  clean  living  the  whole  year 
round,  and  used  examples  of  athletes 
that  had  got  by  for  a  time  with  only 
training  in  season,  and  then  having  a 
sudden  collapse.  By  steady  training, 
he  meant  regular  and  hard  exercise 
every  day  in  the  athletes  special  line. 
In  taking  up  the  average  boy’s  chance 
he  said  that  a  good  coach  could  de¬ 
velop  almost  eevrything  but  nerve. 

Tonight,  Rodgers  of  the  Physical 
Training  Department  of  the  College, 
a  man  recognized  everywhere  as  an 
expert  on  matters  of  building  up  the 
body,  speaks  on  “BUILDING  UP  FOR
